Notice to Applicant(s) 

1 . This action is responsive to the following communications: amendment filed on

2. This application has been reconsidered. Claims 78-88 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 78-88 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. With respect to claims 78, 83, and 88, there is no disclosure in the original 
specification of a data registration instruction. If Application believes this rejection to be in error, 
Applicant is requested to provide SPECIFIC support for this subject matter in the original 
specification. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



6. Claims 78, 79, 80, 81, 82, 83, 84, 85, 86, 87, and 88 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Evers et al (Evers) (U. S. 5,335,267). 

With respect to claims 78, 80, 83, 85 and 88, Evers discloses a character data processing 
apparatus (figure 1) comprising a conversion unit (1 1) which converts character (text) code data 
for a personal computer (column 4, lines 53-60 and column 3, lines 27-39) into character code 
for facsimile machine (code coincident with facsimile 53) (column 3, lines 17-26 and column 6, 
lines 3-23) by using a character code conversion table (1 1) (column 6, lines 21-23) in accordance 
with a data registration instruction to the facsimile machine from the computer (which reads on a 
command set is transmitted to the conversion module) (column 3, lines 17-19); a storage unit 
(19) for storing the facsimile character code (column 5, lines 14-28); a transmission unit which 
transmits the facsimile code to the facsimile machine (column 3, lines 17-26 and column 7, lines 
28-40). 

With regard to claims 79 and 84, Evers discloses the character data processing apparatus 
interacts with plural facsimile machines (column 5, lines 52-54). 

With regard to claims 81 and 86, Evers discloses the character processing apparatus 
connected to the plural facsimile machines through a public network (39) and also connected to a 
computer through an interface (column 5, line 62 to column 6, line 3).

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With respect to claims 82 and 87, Evers discloses reversing converting the facsimile 
dedicated character code and outputting a character based on the character code (which reads on 
transmitting the data to a PC 83) (column 9, lines 1-4). 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 12/5/2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant submits that Evers does not disclose converting a character code for 
personal computer into character code for facsimile machine in accordance with a data 
registration instruction to a facsimile machine from the computer. The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. 

Evers discloses converting a character code (text data) (column 3, lines 17-26) for 
personal computer (host processor) into character code for facsimile machine (column 3, lines 
13-39) in accordance with a data registration instruction (command set) to a facsimile machine 
from the computer (column 3, lines 17-26 and column 7, lines 29-51).
